16: "Tba fol- 
lowing from General French was re- 
ceived this morning: 'I hare com- 
pletely dispersed the enemy from the 
•ontlieni aid* of KImberley, from 
Alexandersfonteln to Oliphantsfontein, 
and am now going to occupy their 
gronad. Have oaptnrtd tha aaamy s 
laager and store depot supplies and 
supplies of ammunition. Casualties, 
about 20 of all ranks wounded. Kim- 
barlay chMrful and welL' "

presence there, nor word of any oppo- 
sition which he or General French en- 
ooobtared* Had Lord 4tob«rt»iJiUlict«d 
• doeiiiT* defaat olT tba Boari, it is ba- 
llaTad he would have mentioned it, as 
such a success would be greatly para- 
mount to the relief of JCimberley, or 
the throwing into that plasaot a gar-

great loss in the burghers. 

A Boar dispatch from Loreoso Mar- 
ques, dated Thursday, Feb. says the 
initial atttt.'k on Colesburg Feb. 12 re- 
sulted In a Federal loss of 9 killed and 
14 wounded and five prisoners. The 
British, it la Jiddad, wara drtran out 
of their camp and ona Of thtir JCazlma 
Was captured. 

Say It's a Trap. 
The news of General fYaneh's entry 
into Kiabarlay was receivad on the 
stock exchange here with rousing 
cheers. No boom in stocks was cre- 
ated, but a satisfactory strong under- 
tone prevailed. De Beers rose 1%, b'.U 
subsaquaatiy fall 1% on a Paria rumor 
that General French had OMtaly fallen 
Into a Boer trap. 

The dispatch referring to the condi- 
tion of Ladyamith is regarded as re- 
assuring. There is no further word 
from General Buller, and nothing 
startling is expected to occur in Natal 
in the Immediate future. 

A Sterkstroom dispatch says that 
Colonel .-flagar, who>was wounded and 
captured at Stormberg, died Feb. 1.1. 
The Boers turned his body over to the 
British at Molteno. 

A nwtilated dispatch from Cape 
Town, -«rted Wednesday, says some 
grenadiers .went through a body of SO 
Boers four times, and that only 17 of 
them escaped. As the grenadiers form 
part of the Modder river column, this 
bayonet charge may be connected with 
Lord Roberts' movement. 

The Leader says: "it was no vain 
report which told us of a strong Boer 
cofaqia in/Zaluland. It has been strong; 
eaonih to drive back Colonel Addi- 
son's column, which had been working 
up from Eschowe. Th.s place is un- 
pleasantly close to the sea, which, it 
the Boers should get there, they would 
-practically have a port; not a big one, 
but still a port. Even at Chieveley 
camp, the Boers are keeping General 
Buller's men lively. The statements 
of Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour 
in the house of common regarding t la- 
arming of natives opens up a new 
prospect of horror In this calamitous 
war. However great the proYooatlon, 
we should regard arming the undis- 
ciplined, uneltlliied KaiBrs as an a.ct 
of the gravest folly. To put a ride in 
the hands of a savage ia to invite him 
to commit atrocities. Ha has no other 
conception of warfare." 

Advance of French. 
Rlct River. Orange Free State, Feb. 
14.— (Delayed)-TQeneral rreoeh, in 
command of the cavalry division, and 
with a strong force of horso artillery, 
left Modder River Sunday morning for 
Uamabab, 12 miles east of Enslit, 
where the whole division concentrated 
The aax^day 'he- made a rapid- march 
to Riet river, where a party of Boers 
contested his passage at UcKil and 
Waterfall drifts. After some hours' 
shelling. General French drove the 
Boers awayand ctoised the river, 

Tuesday the column continued its 
march to Klip and Remdaval drifts, on 
tne .Modder river, where again a short 
engagement ..ensued, General French 
ahelling the Boers aigonoasly and forc- 
ing a passage. 

The Boers precipitately retired, leav- 
ing Ave laagera iB the hands of the 
British, baaldaa a great quantity a< 
eattia and 1,000 sheep. The rapidity 
of General French's march and the 
overwhelming nature of his force en- 
abled bdm In aptta of the difflcaltiee of 
water <,tqMMK»rthtion vto Ihorounbly 
outwit' and surprise the Boers. The 
Boer casualties were HkIU.

Much machinery will go to 
Vladivestock from Pacific coast ports. 
The steamship Crewe is loading at 
Philadf Ipliiii 7.83r> tons, mostly mow- 
ers and reapers. The cargo valued at' 
1230,000 will be sent to Novorossisk 
on the Black sea, from which point it 
will be distributed throughout Siberia 
and Russia proper. 

Bates* Kxpedltlon. 

Manilla, Feb. 26.— Brigadier Gmeial 
Alfred E. Bates and Brigadier (leueral 
Bell, with the Fortieth and Forty-fllUi 
infantry, Keeler's battery and many 
pack mules, started for the province of 
Camaraines. The cruiser Baltimore 
and the transports Tartar and .\tlicii- 
ian compose the lieet, which, with the 
gunboata accompanying, will land at 
ifueva. Casceres and sweep the pro- 
vince. It Is expected there will be 
much campaiilning in the mountains.

Pittsburg, Feb. 16.— A special mes- 
senger bearing a copy of the Frit k 
bill in equity and other documents 
necessary to the preparations of an an- 
swer to the suit against the Carnegie 
Steel company left for Uungenness, 
Fla.

Southampton, Feb. 16.— Edward Ga- 
ler, u deck cadet on the American line 
steamer St. Louis, who was arrested 
here on Feb. 9 for the alleged theft 

of two bills of acceptance for 21, KM 
marks, in transit from Berlin to New 
York, was hroii^iit up in court and dis 
charged, as the robbery took place on 
board of an American ship outside of 
English jurisdiction, and as the United 
States had given no intent ion of de- 
maadlBf extradition. 

Li lluii!> Chang's .Job. 
Poking, Feb. 16.— An imperial edict 
Just issued commands Li Hung Chang 
to desecrate and destroy the tombs of 
the ancestors of the Chinese reformer, 
Kang Yu Wei, and offers 100,000 taels 
for the capture of Kang Yu Wei, dead 
or alive. Though the edict purport 
to emanate from the emperor, it is 
evidently the work of the dowager em- 
press, whot.e bitterness toward the re- 
formers is thus further evideuced. 

Treaty With Uiuy.il. 
Rio de Janeiro, Feb. 16.— Dr. Edou- 
ardo Wilde, tha Argentine minister to 
the United Matea. sailed on the Oor- 
uiUere, via Europe, for his post at 
Washington.

tacked 1,200 government troops under 
Generals Martin and QucTara at Qua- 
rica.

Washington, Feb. 16.— At the open- 
ing of the senate It was decided that 
when the senate adjourn it be until 

Monday next. 

Mr. Bacon's resolution declaring the 
policy of the United States toward the 
Philippine islands was laid before the 
senate, and Mr. McEnery (Dem., La.) 
addreeeed the aenate thereon in ac- 
cordance with previous notice. Mr. 
McEnery said the question presented 
to congress was a difllcult one, and 
time alone could solve it. The Fili- 
ipnos, he said, had no conception of 
liberty guided by law. Order estab- 
lished one day on tne islands would 
be succeeded the next by disorder and 
anarchy. He deprecated the acquisi- 
tion of lands whose productions in the 
very nature of things were similar to 
many articles produced In parts of this 
country. The growth of cotton in Lu- 
zon, by the cheap and degraded labor 
to be bad there, would interfere with 
the establishment of cotton mills in 
the Fouth and New England. He de- 
clared it would have been well if Ad- 
miral Dewey bad sailed away from 
Manilla after his glorious victory, and 
left the Filipinos and the Spaniards 
to fight out thoir differences. 

Mr. McEnery said the sums we were 
expending In the Philippines would 
easily reclaim the arid lands of the 
west and the now useless lands of the 
Mississippi valley. He opposed ex- 
pansion, and said he believed that God 
will solve the problem by destroying 
th. inferior races. He thought, how- 
< V. 1. ihe government should establish 
its authority tl.cre before withdraw- 
ing. Mr. McEnery complimented the 
efforU of the president to establish 
government on the island. 

He was followed by .Mr, Stewart, 
who said in part: 

"The Philippines will never be de- 
pendent colonies. They will be al- 
lowed to conduct their own aff.iirs. 
with the assistance of su( Ii officers as 
it may be necessary to api)oint to aid 
them in establishing local self-govern- 
ment. No one pretends that the Fili- 
pinos are now fit for statehood, but 
1 repudiate the suggestion they are not 
fit for ju' t such gc^vernment as Jeffer- 
son extended to tne Louisiana pur- 
chase, and Monroe to the acquisition 
of Florida. 

"The president has ai ttvi wisely in 
selecting an eminent jurist in the 
prime of life to assist the natives of 
the islands in establishing local self- 
government after the models which 
our country so abundantly furnishes. 
We want \ . ly little legislation for 
the Philippines. We want their lead- 
ers to come here and see bow we gov- 
ern ourselves, to ennblo them to do 
likewise. The at/s' rd charge that 
there is any intciii ii (,u the part of 
the administration, or the Bepublioan 
or Demooratio party, to govern the 
Philippines, or any other territory 
which we have acquired or may ac- 
quire as loloiiics, by the strong arm 
of the military power, is entirely with- 
out foundation. 

"The eountry has a right to know 
that no imperialism or uiilitarism is 
intended. Whatever mistakes may 
have been made in dealing with the 
Filipinos, or la failing to ' fully ac- 
quaint' them .with the policy of our 
government, the president's message 
recommending equal laws for P«eptO 
Rico and the fppolatment , of Judge 
Talt to eommeace the work of in- 
structing and aiding the FlUplooa to 
establish and malutaln local self-fov- 
ernment indicate very clearly that the 
presi dent haa no Idea of departing 
Trom the teaching of the fathers, or of 
establishing an ettplra M tha ralBO 
of the republic."

Up in the old K^ologic^al survey room 
now a sort of liiatorical museum, the con 
fusion is great. This room ia entered 
through doablo gloM doora. Tbe glasa 
has been hrokoa ffOm one of the duore 
and tbe opening eloaed with a patch of 
•beetiron and cardboard braced with 
piece of wood forced between the door 
frames. Four huge goods boxes are 
piled j ust inside tbo door and each is fill 
ed with the remnants of valuable old 
records, old shoes, preserved meat cans, 
with a oaeleee Springfield rifle thrown on 
top aa a giowaouo reminder of the caoae 
of it all. Piled np In another comer are 
the sweepin^^s of many days, leaves from 
rare old books, manuscript copiee of 
valaable, oarly-centnry records, and 

miscellaneous lot of aoldlOIB* 
making up the pile of junk.

lilinoie farmera are among tbe latest 

opponents of the Hanna-Payne bill for 
enriching the Standard Oil Company 
and its alllea tbrongb govommont tab* 
eidiei to vessel-owning corporations. 
Resolutions were adopted the other day 
by Panoma Oraoga, Nft 33, of Peoria, 111., 
and sent as a protest to Washington, 
among which are these significant sen- 
tences :

In this same room is the Collins bis 
torical library, the legacy left the State 
by Collins, the historian, and his illus- 
trious father. It included work of Ken 
tacky history which probably no other 
library in the world had. Next to the 
library owned by Coi. Durrett, of Louis 
ville, it was probably tbo moat valuable 
on a single euhjecl extant. The damage 
done this library is incalculable. Like 
all tbo other booka in tbe room, they 
were made to serve every whim which an 
unrestrained soldier's imagination might 
•aggoat. After tbo aoldiers bad bet 
cleared out many of these rare volumes 
were found under tbe stove and in tbe 
coal scuttles. The pages were trampled 
upon and the leaves torn, muddied and 
rendered almost illegible. Tbia room 
was in control of Col. Ed Porter Thomp 
son, whose porter had the keys. He said 
be was powerless to prevent tlie scan 
dalou<) treatment of tbe books becanse 
the soldiers had captured the porter and 
taken the keys from him. 



Mr. Frank Kavanaugh, tbo Aaaistant 
Librarian said: "It will take a man at 

least a year to rearrange what records 
the soldiers have left, and to get the li- 
braries in shape again. We spent months 
last year arranging the book exhibits in 
the historical department The con- 
tinuity of many records have been broken 
and we hardly dare hope that tbey will 
ever be completed again. Inthedestrae- 
tion of the newspaper files alone, more 
history has been destroyed in one week 
than can be made in a century. Every 

library in the possession of the State 
must be gone over again and arranged in 
order. How many of these books are 
gone we will be unable to say for months ; 
certainly not until we have gone all over 
them and compaiod tbom wltK tbo oata- 
logues."
